in the same manner as is directed by an Act, intituled, “ An Act to con- 
“ solidate and amend the Law's for enforcing the Residence of Spiritual 
“ Persons on their Benefices, to restrain Spiritual Persons from carrying 
“ on Trade or Merchandize, and for the support and maintenance of 
“ Stipendiary Curates in Ireland ,” passed in the fifth year of the reign i o 
of His present Majesty ; and the value of the Benefices so returned shall 
be and be taken to be the value thereof for all purposes of this Act.
